banquet of the National 
soetciy for the Promotion of In- 
dustrial Education, held in the 
Chicago Auditorium on Friday 
night of last week, Dr. Charles W. 
Eliot, president of Harvard Univer- 
sity, stated that lioys and girls 
be "sorted out" and forced by law 
to study trades. He said in pkrt : 

" I as.sert that it is perfectly 
propel to eiract laws which will give 
teachers authority to sort ont the 
boys and girls and assign to each 
the trade to which he or she seems 
best adapte<1. The law then should 
compel these children to be trained 
for those trades. 

" This sentiment, I see, already 
hiis impressed some of you as being 
undemocratic. I think that it is 
not so. Democracy is liased on a 
theory that all men are equal. All 
men are not equal and never can 
be. Men of practical minds have 
long set aside that platitude for 
what it is worth. 

" And as men are not equal, so 
yet are children less equal. We 
see how, in a single family, with 
the same heredity, the same en- 
vironment, the pame opportunities, 
brothers and sisters enter wiilely 
divergent strata of .society by lui- 
tural difference.

Mr, Philip Morin in the 9ilent 
Worker and Mr. J. S. Reider in the 
Journal, have been discussing 
Douglas Tilden's Federation Plan. 
Mr. Morin, while favoring the idea 
of amalgamation thinks it better to 
"hitch up to the N. F. S. D." 
That organization is all right in its 
own particular line, but it does not 
admit women to mernliership. I 
have been interested in the articles 
of Mrs. Anna McGowau Morin in 
the <Sifen< Wc/rker, as she occupies 
the unique position of being one of 
two deaf women admitted Jto the 
Order of the Eastern Star. If I 
rememb^ a right she stated in one 
of heV letters that when she was 
initiated, it was expressly stated 
that her admission should not be 
consideied a precedent for the ad- 
mission of other deaf women. That 
is discouraging to other women, but 
we can solace ourselves by joining 
the National Federation. I have 
attended four of the N. A. D. Con- 
ventions, those held at Chicago, St. 
Paul, St. Louis and Norfolk. One 
reason why I have always been at- 
tracted to it was the thought that I, 
a deaf woman, could be a member 
of such a large National Associa- 
tion. If I could hear I suppose I 
would be a member of some Wo 
man's Club and of the Federation 
of Women's Clubs. 

Mr. Reider seems afraid 
Tilden's plan might result in 
tearing up of some of the old 
large bodies, 1 don't see 
ground for such a fear, as 
Tilden says each society retains

sovereignty, and also that there is 
no intention of interfering with the 
confedefHlions oi alliances for fra- 
ternal or benevolent purposes, 
which shall have been in existence 
before x\ui organization of the Na- 
tional Federation, and the rights of 
which to conduct their own busi- 
ness shall not be called in question. 

One day while my Norfolk Report 
was still "held up," I turned for 
some information I wanted lo the 
St, Louis Report, While looking 
through the book I came ucrosn an 
article "The Federation of Societies 
of the Deaf in Prance," i)y Edmond 
Pilet, translated by Dr. Thomas 
Francis Fox, "Is it possible," 
thought I, " that wljile at our Con- 
ventioiK' we have been weeping 
over the condition of the deaf of 
foreign countries, they have actual- 
ly gotten ahead of us and establish- 
ed a Federation?" 

Judging from the names of the 
Societies forming this Federation, 
they have not all the same object. 
M. Pilet .says, " They have felt the 
need of a jointly rt-Kpoiisible system 
which would unite them in a real 
spirit of fraternity, and facilitate 
the means of improving themselves 
to at^si-st such societies as have diffi- 
culty in developing themselves ; in 
a word, to ontribiite to the exten- 
sion of mutual relations." 

The French Federation was es- 
tablished otf June 12th, 1903, The 
delegates elected, as Presnlent, the 
Honorable M. S. Prosper, a hearing 
friend, because of his great ability 
in mutual organization affairs. 
" In order to gain knowledge he 
surrounded himself with serious 
deaf-mute associates having fra- 
ternal affection as the only guide." 

A perusal of M, Pilet's article 
will repay any one interested in the 
forming of a Federation among So- 
cieties of the Deaf in America.

Mr. James McIIvalne, Gallaudet 
College graduate and teacher at the 
Mt. Airy Institution for the Deaf, 
was the ^ain attraction at the so- 
ciety's meeting on the 12th inst. 
Or rather it was his lecture, which 
was fully up to the standard in 
quality and interest, and highly ap- 
[>reciatfcd by those who were for- 
tunate enough to be present. Your 
correspondent was, however, late in 
his arrival and " heard" only the 
last half. The theme of the lecture 
was not very definite, though it 
dwelled mostly on " Adversity" and 
the first part of it consisted of 
itaoralizing, " One of the most diffi- 
cult lessons we have to learn is the 
surmounting of diflSculties or the 
overcoming of misfortunesy It is a 
source of much satisfaction to note 
how cheerfully and courageously 
the (feaf, ap a rule, labor under 
their handicap. It is a generally 
accepted fact that the deaf are, 
proportionate to their numbers, 
more successful than their more 
fortunate hearing fellow beings," 

The second half, which we were 
lucky enough to " hear," was a 
story of Abraham Lincoln. This 
episode in the life of the great 
martyred President occurred direct- 
ly after his Gettysburg speech and 
illustrated his fine traits of char- 
(icter as a man, particularly his 
sensibilitieH, his modesty and 
Inunanity. under adverse circum 
Blancfes. Mr, iMcIlvaine " did" his 
" little piece" in a steady uninter- 
rupted stream of fluent signs. 

Mr. S imnel Cohen of Brooklyn, 
N, Y,, and Gallaudet College, was 
the next centre of attraction to the 
society before which he appeared 
on Piaster Sunday. His subject of 
the lecture which ho had prepared 
for the occasion was " The Signifi- 
cance of the I'a.ssover." He said it 
WHS "of special interest to the 
Deaf as well as to the Jewish, as 
we find some allusion to those 
doprivMl of iKwriiig and spnrfh.

Last Wednesday morning the 
Fan wood Regulars journeyed to 
Belts' Academy, Stamford, Ct., and 
were defeated by the score of 10 to 7, 
The memtiers of the nine made 
their appearance here last Mcmday 
afternoon, and soon after donned 
their baseball togs and were out on 
the playground for practice. It 
lasted until about 4:30, when the 
playing ceased. The next morning 
was a repetition of the afternoon 
before, and the quick work they did 
raised confidence of their ability to 
defeat Betts' Academy the next day. 
During the afternoon fhe members 
of the nine left to see the ball game 
at the Americaii League Park and 
other places of interest. They re- 
turned at seven o'clock, and spun 
yarns about what they had been do- 
ing, and then hied themselves off to 
bed and Dreamland. 

The next morning they were all 
up betimes, and after breakfast the 
time was spent in getting the base- 
ball uniforms packed in gripsacks, 
and getting the lunch boxes. At 
nine-thirty the team started to the 
Subway Station, in charge of Dr. 
Fox, and wore soon whirled under- 
gronnd to the Forty-Second Street 
Station, and entered the Grand 
Central Depot, which is just by it. 
Their train was due to start at 
eleven, so the boys made use of the 
interevening time by exploring the 
ins and outs of the depot. Any- 
thing that excited their curiosity 
and not being comprehensible soon 
was launched at Dr. Fox for an ex- 
planation. So during the time of 
waiting the boys made good use of 
it, by storing their craniums with 
knowledge of various things. The 
one that held them with the most 
interest was the electric locomotives. 
Before eleven o'clock the party 
was aboard the Stamford Express, 
and upon the train pulling out of 
the station an idea was had of the 
excavations going on under the de- 
pot for the local trair^s. After 
going underground for some dis- 
tance, the train emerged, and tlie 
farms and homesteads of thesturd}' 
sons of the soil then hove into sight.

seen. The team was directed to a 
building nearby, which served the 
academy boys as a dressing room. 
After donning their uniforms, the 
Fanwoodites occupied the diamond 
and had some practice preparatory 
to the game. 

M two o'clock the umpire ap- 
pertred and declared the game on. 
The Regulars were first up at the 
bat and did some good stick work, 
making three runs before they were 
sent to the field. Probably it was 
the excitement of the game or the 
cock-sureness of it that made the 
Regulars make some wild base- 
throwing, with the result that B^l's 
Academy got six runs before they 
were finally put out.

An organized band of professional 
beggars, composed of men, women 
and children, ail under eontiol of 
a recognized leader, having head- 
quarters in this city, is thought to 
have been discovered by detectives 
employed by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company. 

The professionals were exposed 
through the arrest of George Evans, 
18 years old, who pretended he was 
deaf and dumb. When arrested and 
put through the "third degree" by 
the railroad police officers, h« re- 
gained his speech suddenly and told 
how he had been fooling hundreds of 
patrons of the8uburV)an trains that 
go in and out of Broad Street Station. 
He admitted, too, he had not worked 
since he was a lad, and ever since 
then his livelihood had been gained 
by begging. He said he had many 
associates in the profession. 

Evans was caught while working 
his scheme on passengers of a West 
Chester local train. He was dis- 
covered l>y William Pepper, con- 
ductor of the train, and George H. 
Thomas, a member of the Attvisory 
Board of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Relief Department, who was a pas- 
senger. The begging youth yvas 
given several dollars by the pas- 
sengers on th> pretense that " the 
money was to form a fund by which 
Evans was to learn the mute sign 
language. 

Caiils bearing the following in- 
scription were^ used by Evans in 
presenting his case to an intended 
victim :- 

A DEAF AND DUMB BOY'S APPEAL. 

Having recently lost my speech and hear- 
ing throUKh a severe attack of typhoid fever, 
I am trying to obtain money "to seonre a 
mute eiluoation. 1 am subject to epileptic 
flt.s which prevent me from obtaining em- 
ployment. 
Thanking you for any assistance given me, 
1 remain, yours in need, 

Gko. Evans. 

Railroad Police Inspector M. G. 
Turney arrested Evans and took 
him to Norristown, where he was 
airaigned before Justice of the 
Peace Lenhart, who imposed a fine 
of $6, with the promise that Evans 
would not prey upon Pennsylvania 
Railroad passengers. The prisoner 
made no objection to the fine, pay- 
ing it promptly from a roll of cur- 
rency of considerable size.

Tbe Oallaudet memorial. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomaa Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for 8t. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to tli« church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated, 'f his was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement,

The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
l)e about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
